Many Bergen, Monmouth and Ocean County towns have passed 
unfair tobacco sales restrictions!

Your right to merchandise a perfectly legal product would be unfairly restricted. And 
your customer’s access to special promotions would be severely limited. 

You can fight these anti-business proposals! 

But you need to know when your council is discussing these issues. Usually, the only 
notice you will get is a short article in the newspaper. Sometimes, you will only hear 
about it after the council passes the ordinance. Here’s how you can monitor these issues 
in your area: 

• Check the newspaper often for council meeting notices 

• Find out about anti-tobacco groups presenting proposals to the council 

• Contact council members and other town officials 

• Follow up on any rumors about tobacco sales restrictions 

• Attend the council’s meetings 

When you hear of any tobacco sales regulations, you need to alert other retailers in your 
area so they can help you fight the restrictions. The best way to do that is to call the toll- 
free Business Watch number:

Attend the council's meetings to protect your business interest! 

Be prepared to speak out against tobacco display bans if they are mentioned. Tell the 
council how important promotion-merchandising payments are to your business. Let them 
know that you want to cooperate in the fighting youth smoking, but alternatives to display 
bans will work without cutting your profits and hurting your business.
